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DEATH OF MAS. SMITH. 


Suddenly Expired At Her Home In Salis- 
bury Last Thursday Morning. 

Mre. Margaret A. Smith died at her 
home in this city at 1,10 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning. She had been in declin- 
ing health since February, 1899 when 
she experienced a slight stroke of pa- 
ralysie. She -rallied from the first 
stroke and seemed moderately well till 
last May or June when she was the sec- 
ond time visited by paralysis, Being 
of robust physique and strong consti 
tution she again rallied after several 
weeks prostration. and, though feeble 
she kept on her feet until last Wednes- 
day when the third and final visitation 
of paralysis speedily brought the end. 
Mrs. Smith had dressed herself as usual 
that morning and descended the stairs 
to the breakfast room where the accus- 
tomed family gathering washeld over 
the morning meal. None of the house 
hold suspected that death was so near, 
although the family noticed that she 
appeared tired and weary and that she 
ate but sparingly. Shortly after break- 
fast Mrs. Smith reclined upon a couch 
which had been placed in the breakfast 
room for her convenience, and it was 
on this that she died, the fatal stroke 
coming suddenly shortly after ten 
o'clock Wednesday morning. She was 
conscious only a little while after the 
stroke, 

Mrs Smith was born in New Jersey, 
the daughter of Gamaliel Garrison, 
and was 68 years old last August. 
When a girl she moved with her par- 
ents to Smyrna, Kent County, Del., 
where she became acquainted with Dr. 
Wm. T. Smith, then a young dentist, 
who afterward came to Salisbury to 
practice his profession, and whom she 
married in October 1835, ° 

Dr. Smith died here in 1880 leaving 
his widow and two sons and a daughter, 
one of the prominent families of Salis- 
bury. 

The sons are Dr. Wm. G. Smith and 
Dr. Edgar W. Smith, like their late 
father~dentists, and Mra. George R. 
Collier, also of this city. 

Dr. E,W. Smith some years azo 
married Miss Lily Ruark, daughter of 
Captain Wm. M. Ruark, of Westover, 
Somerset County. They have since 
their marriage, all lived together in the 
family home on Main Street, in this 
city, All the children were present 
with Mrs. Smith when she died 

The remains will be interred by the 
side of the late husband in the church 
yard of Asbury Methodiet Episcopal 
Church this Saturday morning, after 
funeral services at the house at 11 
o'clock, by Rev. Charles A Hul, pastor, 
Undertaker Hill had charge of the re 
mains.

Met At Berlin This Week la Regular 
Annual Seasioa. 


The Peninsula Horticultural Society 
concluded its regular annual sessions 
last (Friday) night at Berlin, Worces- 
ter county, where it convened last 
Wednesday fora three days session. 
The closing session was given up tothe 
ladies who conducted a most spirited 
and intereeting meeting. 

From year to year the horciculturists 
throughout the peninsula have grown 
to realiz» more and more the advantage 
of these annual gathcrings, and as a 
consequence with the growth of at- 
tendance practical benefits haye also 
grown. lhis year’s meeting was of 
more than ordinary interest. Messrs. 
J. G. Harrison & Sons and William M. 
Peters whose 2,600 acres of nurscry and 
trucking land are located near Berlin, at- 
tribute much of their success to the an- 
nual intercharge of experiences with 
other nurserymen of the peninsula. 
Mr. Orlando Harrison, of Berlin, is the 
president of the association. 

President Harrison's annual address 
was characteristically to the point and 
fall of tuggestions for the advancement 
of horticultural science and the pro- 
gresa of the society.

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DEAD IN BED, 


Some Mystery About the Sudden Death 
of Clarence Hastings. 


Clarence Hastings, a young man o 
South Salisbury, Who had beon em- 
ployed in Jackson Brothers Co's. No. 
8 mill, was found dead in bed at tre 
home of Mr. Wm. E Cannon, 8 uth 
Division Stret, last Thursuay morn- 
ing. Hastings’ wile, who was a dugh 
ter of Mr. and Mra. Cannon, died sever 
ai werke ago, since which timo he hab 
been residing with her parents, On 
Wednesday night he attended a play at 
Ulman'e Opera House and reaching 
home after ten o'clock retired to 
his room on the second floor 
Mr. and Mra. Cannon heard him 
later moving about the room, but sup- 
posed that he was restless from the 
pain caused by an injured finger. He 
had complained of this before retiring. 
Their little son, who slept in the same 
bed. said Thursday morning thas he 
was awakened during the night—he 
thought about one o’clock—by a gurg 
ling noise issuing from the throat of 
Hastings, but he soon fell asleep again 
and knew nothing more till he was 
awakened as usual Thursday morning. 
An empty bottle marked laudanum, 
was found in the room where the corpse 
lay, but as he had used this drug as an 
external application for the injured 
finger, the family didn’t think ite pres- 
ence indicated suicide, Besides, Dr, 
Geo. W. Todi, who was summoned 
about six o'clock Thursday morning, 
made an examination of the body and 
saw no evidence of poisoning by laud 
anum, Lowever no post-mortem was 
held, 

The Doctor's certificate of death will 
read in effect, death caused presum 
ably by acute brain or heart disease, 

Hastings’ remains were iaterred this 
Friday afternoon in Partons cemetery, 
after funeral services at the home by 
Rev. S. J. Smith, of the M, P, Church. 
He wasa son of Jacob B. Hastings of 
South Salisbury, and was about 27 
years old,

Awther Boom fer Sharptowa--New 
Canseries and Basket 
Factories. 


Our Sharptown Correspondent writes 
as follows. o 

“Wm H. Koowles hu purchased of 
Capt. J. P. Bmuətt, postmaster at 
Sharptown, a tract of land in the south- 
ern part of Sharptown, with a river front 
of more than two hundred feet. Mr. 
Knowles is getting in heavy oak piling 
and will begin making a large sub- 
stantial wharf. ‘The land bought has 
a deep riser bank of sand which will 
be used to fillin the whaif. The en- 
tire lot will be graded. Upon the 
wharf Mr, Knowles will erect a large 
canning house aud a ware house. On 
the mainland he will erect a large box 
factory and locate boiler and engine. 
He will put in a planer and much other 
machinery. The steam will be con- 
yeyed to the cannery on the wharf by 
means of pipe. Both the canning 
and manufacturing departments 
will be equipped with the best 
and most modern machinery. The 
carnery will be so equipped as to run 
almost theentire year. The wharf will 
be extended so ag to be accessible by 
large vessels or large steamers, on any 
tide, aafalmost his entire output will be 
by steamers and mich of the materials 
used will come the same way: It will 
take a great many meghanics, laborers, 
men women and children. Mr. Kaow 
les has already contracted with several 
farmera for products and will be busy 
from now on contracting and putting 
down his wharf and putting in machin- 
ery. His manufacturing plant will 
embrace various produots and will be 
so constructed as to be enlarged as the 
demands may make necessary,

avery sparsely settl d section, where 
there is much available land for build- 
ing purposes, and the people living in 
that section of the town and those who 
own real estate there as well as the en- 
tire town welcome the new industry 
and all are expecting the town to have 
another great boom in 1008 Mr. 
Knowles isa man of much experience 
in the manufacturing business and hus 
large means as well as exferience, 
with which to conduct the business.

It was a rear-end ._llision between 
a South Norwalk local, that ran in 
over the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad and was halted by 
block signals at the southern en- 
trance of the tunnel, and a White 
Plains local, that came by the Har 
lem branch of the New York Central 
railroad. Most of the death, injury 
and damage was wrought by the en- 
gine of the White Plains train, which 
plunged into the rear car of the mo- 
Uonlees train and was driven through 
to the middle of the car, smashing 
the seats, furnishings and split ing 
the sides ùs it moved forward. The 
victims either were manvled in the 
„ masse of wreckage carried at the pilot, 
crushed in the space between the 
boiler and car sides or scalded by the 
steam which came hissing from broken 
pipes and cylinders. The engine, in 
its Anal plunge of 40 feet, carried the 
rear car forward and sent twisted 
iron, broken timbers and splinters 
crashing into the coach ahead. Lights 
were extinguished, and from the 
wreckage and darkness came the cries 
of the injured and calls for. assist- 
ance by those who escaped. Within a 
few minutes the work of rescue, 
marked by heroism and sacrifice, be- 
gan. Alarms that brought every avail- 
able ambulance in the city, the police 
reserves of five precincts and the fire- 
men of the central-eastern district of 
Manhattan, were sounded at once. 
With police, firemen and surgeons 
came a score of volunteer physicians 
and half a dozen clergymen. 
Scenes of Horror. 
ladders were run down the tunnel 
air shafts and the firemen and police 
attacked the debris with ropes and 
axes. Passengers already had rallied 
and were trying to release those im- 
prisoned in the debris. Father Smith 
and Rev. Dr. Walkley, chaplains of 
the fre department, crawled in over 
the wreckage and ministered to the 
dying.

DEBATE ON CANAL BILL 


Sentiment in House Favor Considera- 
tion of Panama Route. 

Washington, Jan. 9.—The debate 
on the Nicaraguan Canal bill in the 
house yesterday developed sentiment 
in favor of giving consideration to 
the recent offer of the Panama com- 
pany to sell its franchises and prop- 
erty for $40,000,000, this sentiment 
taking the form of advocating the 
Morris amendment to empower the 
president to select the latter route if 
the canal commission, upon consider- 
Ing the company's offer, recommends 
it and the required concessions can 
be obtained from Colombia. Of 16 
members who spoke nine favored the 
Morris amendment. It was agreed 
that general debate should close today 
at 2 o'clock, after which the bill was 
open to amendment under the five- 
minute rule. The final vote probably 
may be taken late today. 

Senators Discuss Pensions. 

During consideration by the senate 
yesterday of private pension legisla- 
tion some important statements were 
made by Mr, Gallinger, chairman of 
the conimittee on pensions, in respect 
to regulations adopted by the commit- 
tee to govern it in consideration of 
private pension bills. He announced 
that none but absolutely meritorious 
cases would be presented to the sen- 
ate for its consideration, and that the 
closest scrutiny will be given by the 
committee to every bill introduced. 
He sald that no pension exceeding $50 
a month would be recommended by the 
committee for the widow of a general 
officer, and that pensions for the wid- 
ows of other officers would be scaled 
down proportionately. The interesi- 
ing casc of Dr. Lazare, who at the 
instance of Johns Hopkins University 
and of the government went to Cuba 
and submitted himself to innocula- 
tion with yellow fever through mos- 
quito bites and died from the disease 
thus contracted, was brought to the 
senate's attention by Mr. McComas, 
who inquired whether Dr. Lasare’s 
widow would be entitled to a pension.

Three Quarrymen Killed.

Three quarrymen were killed and 
buried deep In the great avalanche of 
earth that followed the explosion. An- 
other man was hurled a hundred and 
fifty feet through the air, down the 
steep cliff of the quarry.

Steamer Walla Walla Sunk j in Col- 
lision With French Vessel, 


MANY KILLED IN THE CRASH 


French Ship. Disappeared la Dark. 
ness and Offered No Assistance. 
Passengers Were Asicep When the 
Accident Occurred. 


San Francisco, Jan, 4—The collision 
at sea early on Thursday morning be- 
tween the steamship Walla Walla and 
the French bark Max, resulted in 
the sinking of the steamship and the 
probable loss of 42 lives. The 
Walla Walla, owned by the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company, galled from 
San Francisco January 1 for Puget 
Sound ‘ports. She carried 36 first 
class passengers, 28 second class and 
a crew of 80 men. When off Cape 
Mendocino, on the California coast, 
at 4.10 o’clock Thursday morning, the 
bark loomed up in the haze and crashed 
into the Walla Walla'’s bow. Then 
the sailing vessel slid of into the 
darkness and was seen no more. All 

@ passengers and crew of the Walla 

alla, except the few on watch, were 
asleep, but were aroused by the crash, 
The steerage quarters were in the 
bow, and it is believed that some of 
the steerage passengers and crew 
were crushed to death. A big hole 
was made in the steamer’s bow, and 
she sank in 35 minutes, The officers 
and crew maintained strict discipline, 
and boats and life rafts were low- 
ered. A choppy sea was running, and 
the small boats could not make a land- 
ing on the shore, a few miles distant. 
They drifted about all day, and finally 
65 people were picked up by the 
steamer Dispatch, which took them to 
Eureka. Another boat, under com- 
mand of Engineer Brown, and con- 
taining 13 passengers, attempted to 
land at Trinidad, and was swamped. 
John Wilkinson, quartermaster; Wil- 
liam Martel, fireman; L. Drube, a pas- 
senger, and three unknown men were 
drowned. à 

Word has been received ffom Trin- 
idad of a boat which put in there. 
The survivors had a terrible experi- 
ence, and only five or six are left out 
of a boatload. The dispa‘ch states 
that 13 were lost. The boat was cap- 
sized several times in rough weather 
Thursday morning, and each time sev- 
eral persons lost their lives. A citi 
tens’ committee has arranged for a 
patrol system covering 45 miles of the 
coast, both north and south of Eureka, 
so that should any survivirs come 
ashore they will be taken care of. 

Captain Johnson,,of the steamer 
Dispatch, was loud in his praise of 
the bravery displayed by womén whom 
he rescued, two in particular to whom 
he gives much credit for the calmness 
they displayed. According to Captain 
Johnson, the women were far more 
nervy than the men and gave valu- 
able assistance in caring for tbe sur- 
vivors, as each succeeding raf: was 
picked up. In most instances it was 
with great difficulty that the survivors 
were got aboard, owing to the heavy 
sea running. 

The eaptain and the crew of the 
Dispatch gave every attention to the 
wants of the passengers. In many in- 
stances their wardrobes were entirely 
depleted. While many of the passen- 
gers had ample time to robe them- 
selves after the alarm had been given 
many failed to do so, and as a result 
not a few were thinly clad, while thos: 
more fortunate were drenched to the 


skin and suffered equally with the 
others. 


General Herron Dead. 

New York, Jan. 9.—General Francis 
J. Herron, aged 65 years, died in this 
city yesterday. He was a dibtin- 
guished officer in the Union army, and 
a few years ago was presented by the 
war department with a medal for 
bravery at the battle of Pea Ridge, 
Arkansas, March 7, 1862, where he 
was wounded and taken pri 
General Herron was born in Pittsburg, 
Pa., and was graduated from the West- 
ern University of Pennsylvania, When 
the civil war broke out he was a 
citizen of Iowa, and entered the army 
as captain, retiring as a major general. 


Declared He Could Fly. 

Kingston, Ont., Jan. 9.—At a meet- 
ing of Free Methodists at Verona one 
of the brethren declared he could fly, 
and proceeded to demonstrate his 
power. He launched into space, and 
his head came in contact with a large 
coal oil lamp. The lamp fell to the 
floor and the oll ignited. At one time 
five men and three women were,on 
fire, and five out of the elght were 
seriously burned. The flames spread 
and caused a panic. Many were in- 
jured in the stampede.

** The Return Was Marked by a 


Brilliant Procession, 
SCENE OF TINSELLED SPLENDOR 


Foreigners Were Allowed to Witness 
the Ceremonies—Double Row of 
Kneeling Soldiers Lined the Route. 
Perfect Order Prevailed. 


Pekin, Jan. 8—The imperial cor- 
tege entered the Forbidden City at 
1.30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, It 
was the most brilliant scene Pekin 
has ever witnessed. The procession 
consisted on a thousand gorgeously 
attired ‘noblemen, mounted upon 
‘glitteringly caparisoned horses. The 
emperor, the empress dowager, Prince 
Chun, the empress and several princes 
were borne in yellow chairs, their es- 
corts carrying hundreds of gay ban- 
ners and silk umbrellas. 

The spectacular phases of the re 
turn of the court exceeded expecta- 
tions. The cortege was a sort of 
glorified lord mayor's show, and was a 
bewildering and barbaric exhibition of 
Oriental tinseled splendor. 

Ita chief significance was the com- 
plete effacement of the traditional 
deification of Chinese royalty. For- 
eigners were given greater facilities 
of witnessing the ceremonial than 
would have been afforded them at most 
European courts, The scene at the 
Chien gate when the emperor and the 
dowager empress entered the temple to 
offer thanks for their safe journey was 
nothing less than revolutionary when 
viewed in the light of all Chinese cus- 
toms. The horse-shoe wall, forming 
the ancient gate, was crowded with 
Europeans, diplomats, army officers, 
missionaries, ladies, photographers 
and correspondents. The emperor 
proceeded to the temple of the God of 
War, on the west side of the plaza, 
with hundreds of foreigners peering 
down only 40 feet above him, and 
dozens of cameras were focused upon 
the son of Heaven, When he returned 
his chair was borne through the gates. 
Then the chair of the dowager empress 
was brought to the doorway ot the 
temple of the Goddess of Mercy, on the 
east side of the plaza, and the dowager 
empress appeared. Standing in the 
doorway she looked upward. Directly 
overhead were the German minister, 
Dr. Mumm von Schwartzstein, the sec- 
retaries of the German legation, the 
officers and ladies from the American 
garrison. The dowager empress saw 
the foreigners and bowed low. She ad- 
vanced a few steps and bowed again in 
acknowledgement of the salutations of 
the foreigners, She returned to her 
chair looking upward to the seth!-cir- 
cle of foreign faces and bowing re- 
peatedly. 

The expressions of the dowager em- 
press seemed almost appealing as she 
faced those who had humbled her and 
brought her down from her former 
arrogance, and this confirmed the im» 
pression that she is returning to Pekin 
with anxiety for her safety. 

The streets from the Machiapo sta- 
tion to the gateway of the Forbidden 
City, a distance of four miles, were 
swept and garnished early yesterday 
mornipg. The great plaza between 
the Temples of Heaven and Agricul- 
ture were sprinkled with yellow sand. | 
Residents were compelled to remain 
indoors. The soldiers and the police | 
formed a close cordon along both 
sides of this entire distance. 


Struck Gas While Boring For Salt. 

Port Huron, Mich., Jan. 9.—Gas was 
struck in a well which was being 
bored for salt at the Cleveland and 
Sarnia Sawmill company's plant in 
Sarnia, Ont. It was immediately ig- 
nited by a stove in.a building ad- 
joining the well, and the company's 
plant and surrounding buildings are 
now in great danger from the flames. 
The machinery in the well, which was 
destroyed, was worth $40,000.

DYNAMITE WRECKS HOUSES 


Explosion in Philadelphia Kills One 
and Injures Twelve Others, 

Philadelphia, Jan, 8—Dynamite 
stored in a contractor's shanty along- 
side the tracks of the Pennsylvania 
railroad at ‘Thirty-first street and 
Mantua avenue, exploded yesterday 
morning, with dire results. “Doc” 
Mullen was killed and 12 persons 
badly hurt. Not a pane of glass was 
left unshatered for a block in any di- 
rection, and thousands of dollars“ 
worth of damage, which as yet cannot 
be accurately estimated, was done. 

The dead man was an employe of 
P. McManus, the contractor, who had 
charge of considerable excavation 
work for the raliroad at that point. 
Mullen was in the act of thawing out 
the dynamite over a stove in the 
shanty when the explosion occured, 
instantly killing him. Not a part of 
his body larger than six inches was 
found after the exploston. He was 
simply disintegrated. Part of one of 
his legs was found 200 feet away in 
@ freight car standing on a sidthg. 
Later, after diligent search, a portion 
of hia scalp and skull was picked up 
on thé railroad tracks, and that was 
all. The fragments were heaped on a 
stretcher and carried off to the 
morgue. 

For a mile around the explosion 
was distinctly heard and caused the 
greatest excitement. The residents of 
the houses nearby were thrown into 
the wildest sort of panic. Women, 
with bloody faces and hands, ran 
screaming into the street, and half- 
stunned men hurried after them try- 
ing to help them. The pavements 
and porches were covered with broken 
glass, fences had been blown down, 
while many doors sagged on one 
hinge or lay flat where they had 
fallen. 


GORMAN FOR U. 8. SENATE 


He Was Placed In Nomination by Cau- 
cus of Maryland Democrats. 

Annapolis; Md., Jan. 9.— The Hon. 
Arthur P, Gorman and Chairman Mur- 
ray Vandiver, of the Democratic 
state central committee, were selected 
as the Democratic nominees for Uni- 
ted States senator and state treasurer 
respectively at the Democratic caucus 
held last night. Senator Gorman's 
selection was unanimous and enthu- 
silastic. He was nominated by Senator 
Rohrback, of Frederick county, and 
seconded by Senators Bryan, of Bal- 
timore city; Peter, of Howard county, 
and Lewis of Allegheny county, in 
eulogistic speeches. 

Three members, Messrs, Linthicum 
and Shepherd, of Dorchester, and 
Bhipley, of Anne Arundel county, de- 
clined to vote for Mr. Vandiver. Isaac 
Loeb Strauss, of Baltimore city, re- 
fused to enter the caucus. There were 
64 members present, and as 61 is 
sufficient to elect on joint ballot, the 
question of the next United States 
senator and state treasurer is regard- 
ed as settled. No other names were 
mentioned In the caucus. 

The Republicans held their caucus 
in the afternoon and nominated Con-

LIBERTY BELL’S WARM WELCOME 


Charlestonians Greet Historic Relic

ceived in the south. The Philadel- 
phia escort and the bell were met at 
the station by the president of the 
exposition and the directors, Mayor 
Smith and the members of the city 
council, the soldiers from the garrison 
on Sullivan's Island, naval reserves, 
United States marines from Camp 
Heywood at the exposition grounds, 
the military companies of the city, the 
Citadel and Porter Military Academy 
Cadets. Mayor Ashbridge and the es- 
cort of the bell from Philadelphia in 
carriages was followed by the mili- 
tary in the march to the exposition 
grounds, where the formal ceremonies 

of welcome took place. 

Among those who spoke were Mayor 
Ashbridge, of Philadelphia; Captain 
F. W. Wagner, president of the ex- 
position; Mayor Smith, F. G. Ravenal, 
a descendant of one of the South Caro- 
lina signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, All of the schools of 
the city were closed. 


Population of United States. 

Washington, Jan. 8.—The census bu- 
reau yesterday issued a report an- 
nouncing that the population of the 
entire United States, including all out- 
lying possessions, was 84,233,069 in 
the census year 1900. This is itemized 
as follows: Continental United States 
or United States proper, 75,994,575; 
Philippines, 6,961,339, being the esti- 
mate of the statistician to tho Philip- 
pine commission; Porto Rico, 953,243; 
Hawaii, 164,001; Alaska, 63,592; 
Guam, 9,000; American Samoa, 6,100; 
persons in the military and naval serv- 
ice of the United States outside of 
the territory of the United States 
proper, 91,219.

“I don't see how it's possible,” sald 
Mr. Wade, “that even with our great 
business there could be that large 
amount due us and we ‘now nothing 
about It.“ 

“Tell me what It's worth to me If my 
information la correct—and I'll prove to 
you by your own books Inside of five 
minutes that it is correct—and then 
we'll proceed to business.” s 

“Information that this firm Is so fool 
ish as not to know that an easy collect- 
able $1,500 Is due is worth $50 to any 
man who will prove it. Show me that 
we are such business idiots, and T'I 
give you $50 right ont of my own pock- 
et. More than that, If by the faintest 
chance what you say should prove true 
and we can collect the $1,500, I'll give 
you a third of It." 

The sombreroed stranger went down 
into an inside pocket. “Go to your 
books Sept. 12, 1880.“ he sald. 

Mr. Wade went to his books. There, 
after the stranger bad mentioned an 
Invoice number, they found what in a 
nutshell was this: “Shipped to John 
Fox, Bicknell, Ariz.. 400 bags of sugar 
of 100 pounds each—40,000 pounds.”

Fox came way on to look at It, 
He went to the agent's office and found 
him looking somewhat downcast, as a

STOP UP THE CRACKS. 


Make Poultry Houses Secure Againat 
Drafts aed Avold Colds and Roup. 
As the weather begins to get colder, 

especially o nights, it is increasingly 


and around the window and door 
frames that he meant to stop up some 
time, but he hasn’t found the conven- 
lent time yet. Those cracka have been 
growing larger. The house is only 
four or five years old perhaps, and 
when it was bulit the joints were 
made tight, and the pernicious drafts 
didn’t exist. The first summer's sun 
and rains seasoned the boards and 
opened up the seams a bit In two or 
three places, but not seriously, The 
next summer’s sun and rains added to 
the seasoning, and in one or two in- 
stances a bit of light could be seen 
through a crack. And so it has gone 
on until now there are several decided 
leaks in the walls, where the winter 
winds whistle through and make plere- 
ing drafts In the pen, even though 
window and door be tightly closed. 
Drafts of alr and dampness are the 
cause of most of the colds, the dread 
precursor of roup, and if we will but 
close up those cracks so that cur- 
rents of air are prevented we have 
gone fully half way in heading off 
that most troublesome and costly all- 
ment. And prevention is so much ecas- 
fer and simpler than cure. Any one 
who has wearily battled through a 
siege of roup will say “amen” to that. 
And it is so easy, too, to stop up 
the cracks. With a few cents’ worth 
of “Neponset” or “Paroid” or “Rube 
roid” roofing material and a hammer 


(the nails and tin heads come witb it) |” 


a man can close in the walls of the 
house and effectually shut out the win- 
ter blasts. Either of those roofing ma- 
terials properly put on makes a poul- 
try house or barn or any outbuilding 
both wind and water tight, and there- 
after the ventilation of that building 
by window and door is wholly within 
control. With the cracks stopped up 
and direct drafts prevented the fowls 
can go to roost at night in comfort, 
and the owner will not be likely to 
be greeted with sneezes and other 
symptoms of the dreaded colds when 
he opens the door in the morning. 

Shutting off the direct drafts pays in 
another way—namely, in cgg produc- 
tion—ani is to be recommended for 
that reason also. Warmth ls a factor 
m the production of eggs, and the shut- 
ting out of the chill blasts is the first 
step toward securing that desired 
warmth. Absence of cold Is warmth.

Since adopting my present plan I raise 
DS per cent, barring accidents. Last 
year I had fifty or more killed on the 
railroad or by dogs. This year I have 
been fortunate enough to prevent any 
being killed and have a large drove 
I have lost some, I bardly know how. 
There were no sick ones. It was after 
they were turned on the range, and 
they just came up missing. As I turn- 
ed them out to run before the hay and 
oats were cut I think they probably 
got tangled in the long grass. Only a 
few from ench flock were missing. 

I thtak persons who condemn the hard 
boiled egg imagine that it ls made an 
exclusive diet, when it only makes per- 
haps one-third of a meal twice a day, 
green food one-third, oatmeal or millet 
the other third. Eggs put in cold wa- 
ter and bolled a long time are very dit- 
ferent to digest than eggs put in boll- 
ing water.

She deserves a bet- 
ter name, for she Is called after Janus, 
the heathen deity who, they supvosed, 
presided over doors and so might be 
expected to preside at the opening of 
the year, This month was of old called 
the wolf month because, through the 
severity of its weather, the hungry 
wolves came down sceking food and 
devouring human life. In the missals 
of the middle ages January was repre 
sented as attired In white, suggestive 
of the snow, and blowing the fingers, 
us though suffering from the cold. and 
baving a bundle of wood under the 
arm, suggestive of the warmtb that 
must be kindled. 

Ves. January ls the open door of the 
year, and through tbat door will come 
what long processions, some of them 
bearing palm leaves and some myrtle, 
others witb garlands of wheat and 
others with cypress and mistletoe. They 
are coming, and nothing can keep them 
back—tbhe events of A twelvemonth. It 
will, 1 think, be one of tbe greatest 
years of all time. It will abound with 
blessing and disaster. National and ip- 
teruntlonal controversies of momentour 
import will be settled.

Only here 
and thore a fact appears, In 1091 the 
cold Was so terrific that the wolves en 
tercd Vionna. In 1408 It was ko cold 
that wine wes cut with batchets and 
distributed among the soldiers. In 
1234 a whole forest was killed by the 
told ut Ravenna. In 763 the Black sea 
was frozen over. As we go further 
Lack the frosts nre mightier, but as we 
come further down the frosts lessen. 
The worst severitics have been halted, 
and the snows bave lost thelr dey tha, 
and the thermometers announce less 
terrific falls of temperature, and the 
time will come when the year will be 
one long summer of follage and bloom. 
While the world's morz! condition will 
be reformed, the worst climates will 
be corrected. You could not have a 
millennium with a January blast pos- 
sible. 

Bekok, also, as it is possible in no 
otber month of the year, the wondrous 
anntomy of the trees in January, the 
leaves of the last year all gone and 
not so much as a bud of a new botan- 
ical wardrobe appearing. the trees 
standing with arms stretched téward 
heaven, one of the greatest evidences 
of the wisdom and the power of the 
Creator. The lea ves appear only once 
and then die, but these greut arms are 
stretched up toward henven in silent 
prayer for scores of years, now mailed 
with ice, now robed in snow or bowing 
to the God of the tempests as he 
passes in the midnight burricane. In 
July the trees stand glorifying the 
earth; In January they stand defying 
the winter. Under the same tree the 
child plays with bis toy and, growing 
up to manbood, sits under it in senti- 
mental or phllosophle mood and, bav- 
Ing passed on to old age, rests himself 
under its shade. In these January days 
the trees seem to say: “The leaves that 
rustled their music In the last summer 
are dead and gone, but the lea ves that 
will adorn this uncovered brow and 
these bare arms shall have as much 
beauty and glory as thelr predeessors. 
Only walt. There are benutiful and 
lovely things to come in my tree life, 
as there are benutiful and lovely things 
to come in your life, O buman specta- 
tor.“ Oh, the tree! Only the Almighty 
and tbe Infinite could hare made one. 
Gothic architecture was suggested by 
it. But for the arch of Its bough and 
the pointing of its branles the St. 
Chapelle of Paris and otber specimens 
of Gothle arch would never hure been 
lifted. No wonder the world has taken 
from it many styles of suggestlveness 
the Inurel for the victor. the willow 
for the sorrowlng, the aspen for the 
trembling, the cypress for the burial! 
But, unlike ourselves. they cannot 
change tbeir place and ao stand witch- 
ing all that pnsses. Some of them are 
solemn monuments of the centuries. 
Thank God for trees. their heanty 
their shelter, thelr interincin: branches 
—not only for the trees lu Jone time 
coronation, but In January privation of 
everything but graceful structure! Let 
the iconoclastic ax not be lifted agutust 
them. “Woodman, spare that tree.” 

The Increasing Daylight. 

Bebold also to this Janvary month 
the Increasing daylight. Last month 
the sun went down at 4:50, but in this 
month the days are getting longer. Ebe 
sunrise and the sunset are farther 
apart. Sunlight instead of artificial 
light, and there is for our dear old bat- 
tered earth growing light. “The day- 
spring from on high hath visited us.“ 
We shall bave more light for the bome, 
more light for the church, more light 
for the nation, more light for the world 
—light of intelligence, light of comfort, 
light of rescue, ight of evangelization, 
ght from the face of God, light from 
the throne. But, you say, the ight to. 
ronnen fo slowly, each day of thia Jan- 
vary only ope minute longer than its 
predecessor, the sup setting the Int day 
of January ot 4 o'clock and 43 minutes, 
the sun setting the 2d day of January 
at 4 o'clock and 44 minutes, the 3d day 
of this month the sun setting at 4 
o'clock and 45 minutes, the dili day of 
January the sun setting at 4 o'clock 
and 46 minutes. This evening u will 
set at 4 o'clock aad 47 minutes. The 
day enlarges very litti», and the reign 
of sunlight ts not much inerensed, but 
do not despise the minute of tucréas 
ing light each day of this January. and 
do not despise the fact that more licht 
is coming for the church and the world, 
though it come slowly, As we are now 
in this season gradually golng toward 
the longest day of next summer, so our 
world i» moving forward toward the 
long day of emancipation aod Ubristly 
dominion. it may vow lu the state 
and the church and the world be Jan 
unry cold, but we are on the way 
to July harvesta and September or 
chards. 

Do not read your almannc back ward, 
Dé ost go out and ask the trees bung 
witb icicles by January storni whether 
they will erer agais bliomom in May 
and leaf in June. We are moving to 
ward the world’s redemption. The 
frozen tears will melt., the river of 
gladness will resume its Dow, the ero 
cus will come up at the edye of the 
snowbank, the morning star will open 
the door for the day. und the urmiea of 
the world will “ground arum“ al 
around the world, The January’ of 
Erost will be abolished, and thé balm 
and rudlance of a divine atmosphere 
will au the nations If vou do not 
see it nud bear it for yourself, I think 
at the utmost your grandchijdren will 
see and hear it. The beavena will 
Part in the conflict between righ 
mens abd ain, and that win settle It, 


— 


and sottle it aright, and settle it for- 
ever. 

In this very month of January, 1643, 
— months after a great battle had 

been fought between the army of the 
king and the army of parliament, 
shepherds and tra velers between 12 
and 1 o’clock at night heard the battle 
repeated in the skies—the sound of 
drums, the clash ot arms, the groans of 
dying men and then the withdrawal 
of the scene into complete silence. 
These shepherds and travelers repeat- 
ed in the nelghboring towns what 
they heard, and large numbers of peo- 
ple, expecting that all was a decep- 
tion, went out on the following night, 
and they heard the same uproar and 
tumult in the hen vens-the two armies 
in battle, The king, hearing of this 
seeming combat in the heavens, sent 
embassadors to inquire into the mys- 
tery. In the night they also heard the 
conflict and came back to the king and 
took solemn oath as to this mysterious 
occurrence. 

Whether those shepherds and trav- 
elers and embassadors of the king 
were in delusion I cannot say, but this 
I know—that the forces of God and the 
forces of Satan are now in combat, the 
heavens as well as the earth in struggle 
as to who «hall win this world for 
blessedness or woe, and, as the armics 
of God are mightier than the armics 
diabolic, we know who will triumph, 
and we have a right to shout the vic- 
tory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
The King of Kings, the Lord of Hosts, 
the God of Joshua and Havelock, leads 
in the confilct. I have no fear about 
the tremendous issue My only fear is 
that we will not be found In the rinks 
and fully armed to do our part in ilis 
campaign of the eternities. 

Again, I remark that the mouth of 
January has seen many of the iost 
stupendous events in the world’s bls- 
tory and a rocking of cradics and the 
digging -of graves that have affected 
nations. In this month American in- 
dependence was declaren, followed by 
Lexington and Bunker Hill and M:n- 
mouth and Valley Forge ond York- 
town, January saw the proclamation 
that abolished Americain = slavery. 
Though at the time there were two 
mighty opinions and they were exact- 
ly opposed—those who liked the docu- 
ment and those who disliked it—there 
is but one opinion now. and If it were 
put to vote in all the states of the 
south, “Shall slavery be reinstated?" 
there would be an overwhelming vote 
of No!“ The pen with which the doc- 
ument was signed and the Inkstand 
that contained the ink are relics as sa- 
cred and valuable as the origina’ Dec- 
laration of Independence, with all Its 
erasures and Interlineations. The in- 
stitution which for seventy cr elghty 
years kept the naticn ‘In angry contro- 
versy has disappeared. and nothing Is 
left to Oght about. The north and the 
south today nre in as complete accord 
as ever were flute and cornet in the 
same orchestra. The ncrth has bullt 
its factories on the banks of the Chat- 
tu hoochee and the Roanoke, and the 
south has sent many of Ita nabiest at- 
torneya Into our northern courthouses, 
fits most skillful physicians into cur 
leck rooms. its wisest bankers into our 
exchanges, Its most consecrated minis 
tera Into our pulpits—all this the re- 
sult of the proclamation of Jan. 1. 
1863. 

Birthdays of Great Men, 

Furthermore, I notice that January 
has been honored with the nativity of 
some of the grentest among the na- 
tions. Edmund Burke wns born this 
month, the marvel and glory of the 
legn! world: Fenelon of the religious 
world, Benjamin Franklin of the philo- 
sopliic world, William H. Prescott of 
‘he historic world, Sir Jobn Mo re of 
the military world, Robert Burns of the 
poetic world, Polycatp of the martyr 
world, Peter the Great of the kingly 
world; Chrysostom of the sacred rbet- 
orie world, Daniel Webster of the 
statesman world, 

In this month, at Hampton court, 
1004, a new translation of the Holy 
Bible was ordered. There were Bibles 
of all kinds abroad, some of them 
translations from llebrew and Greek 
by Incompetent men, and the church 
and the world cried out f r a Bible 
translated by a group of the good and 
the learned. King James disliked the 
Bibles abroad and appointed a commis 
sion of Ofty-four men, afterward re- 
duced to forty-seven. Thore men pre- 
sented the world with a Bible that held 
mighty sway among the nations for 
More than 250 yearn, the revision of 
the Bible thirty years ago being found: 
ed on that revision, which began under 
King James of 1604. The old transle- 
tion, made more than two and a half 
centuries ogo, sustained the martyrs In 
the fire, illumined the homeatenda of 
many generations, was the book that 
was read aloud at the embarkation of 
the forefathers from Delft Haven, 
checred the weary voyagers ou the 
Mayflower, comforted them in the 
wilds of America, was the book on 
which the first American congress, as 
well as the last, took the cath und with 
which all the presidents of the United 
States hn ve solemulzed their entrance 
into office, is the book that uns advane- 
ed the world's civilization as no other 
influence ever could and which now 
lies on the table of more bomes than 
any book that was ever printed since 
Johann Gutenberg borrowed money 
of Martin Brether and John Faust to 
complete the art of přinting What a 
January lu the world’s hlstory-the 
January that gave the nges a book like 
that! 

i Time of Sadness. 

But January, like all the other months 
of the yenr, bas bad its sadnesscs and 
its disasivra. During tbis month died 
Linomus, the botanist of Sweden and 
the world, who called the roll of the 
flowers and shrubs and trees, putting 
them into companies and calling them 
by their names, bis ‘beautiful statue 
standing in a park of Stockholm, a rose 
in bronse beid in bis right hand. Dur. 
ing this month expired Francis Bacon, 
and Garrick, and Galilei, and Louls

., and Willlam Pitt, and Francie 
trey of the linmortal pen, and Disraeli 
the fret, and Edward E 

Bruce, and Catiline, In this 

Peter the 8 the man 


Moskwa he erected a powerful fleet, 
making himself au expert and active 
shipwright, sailor, pilot and command- 
er. He changed the manners, customs 
and laws of the Russians and lives in 
thelr memory as the father of his coun- 

But I cannot read the epltaphs of one 
out of a hundred Illustrious graves in 
this first month of the year. Many of 
those well known gained half their re- 
nown and did half their work through 
the help of those of whom we know 
little or nothing. Lord Herschel is 
known all the world over and will be 
known through all time, but little Is 
said of her who was born this first 
month of the year and without whose 
help he never could have been what he 
was—his sister, Caroline Lucretia Au- 
gusta, She helped him hunt the worlds, 
She repaired and adjusted his tele 
scopes. She ciphered out his astronom- 
ical problems. She was his amanuen- 
sis. She planned for him his work. 
She discovered seven comets and made 
“A Catalogue of Nebule and Star 
Clusters.” The month of January in- 
troduced her to the observatories, but 
she has never been properly introduced 
to the world. 


Rey. Solomon Spaulding was for 
some time in poor health, and to while 
away the time be wrote a preposterous 
religious romance. One Joseph Smith 
somehow got hold of that book before 
it was printed and published it as a 
revelation of heaven, calling it the 
“Book of Mormon,” and from-that pub- 
lication came Mormonism, the monster 
abomination of the earth. Rey. Solo- 
mon Spaulding might have been better 
engaged than writing that book of 
falsehoods. However much time we 
have, we never have time to do wrong. 
Harness January for usefulness, and it 
will take the following months in its 
train. Ob, bow much you may do for 
God between now and the 31st of next 
December! The beautiful “weeping 
willow” tree was Introduced by Alex- 
ander Pope into England from n twig 
which the poet found in a Turkish 
basket of fics. He planted that twig, 
and from It came all the weeping wil- 
lows of England and America; and 
your smallest planting of good may un- 
der God become an ſuffuence continbn- 
tal and International. 

Now that the train of ‘months has 
started, let It pass, January followed 
by February, with longer days, and 
March, with Its flerce winds; and April, 
with its sudden showers; and May, 
with its blossoming orchards; and 
June, with Its carnival of flowers; and 
July. with its harvests; and August.

Opposed to One Session. ` 


Editors Advertiser: I understand the 
school authorities are considering the 
proposition of only one session a day in 
the public schools of Salisbury, that is, 
call tte schools at the u ual hour, give 
a half hour's recess at noon and close 
for the day at half past three instead of 
half past four. I hope they will con- 
sider the matter well before making 
this change as it will put the commu- 
nity to a vast amount of inconvenience 
without any corresponding benefit. A 
half hour is not sufficient time for the 
children of the town to go home and 
get their dinners While a few people 
of the town have late dinners the 
number is by comparison very small, 
for the most of our pcople have dinner 
between 13 and 1 o'clock and parents 
want their children home at that hour 
for their midday meal, To have one 
seesion would put upon the parents the 
extra labor of puiting up lunch for the 
children before starting to echool in the 
morning. It would simply mean meals 
all day. In addition, the children are 
not as well prepared for the afternoon 
work if given only a half hour as they 
are if allowed an | our and a half in the 
middie cf the day. This hour and a 
half prepar:s them to do as good work 
in the afternoon as in the forenoon. It 
may be aconvenience tə tome of the 
teachers but it would certainly be a 
great inconvenience to the patrons, ‘and 
lessen the efficiency of the work in 


school. I hepe the Schcol Board, who 
are the only persons ‘authorized to 
order euch an innovation, will promptly 
dispose of the matter by leaving the 
hours as they have been for years. The

Mr. A. W. Robiasos of Sharptown Urant- 
ed a Patent on a Mechanical 
Device. 


Albert W. Robinson of Sharptown 
has recently been granted a patent on 
a machine for producing material for 
butter trays. The machine will pro- 
duce the material direct from the log 
ready to be stapled. Two men can 
produce more material in one hour 
th n can be produced in one day by the 
old method. This new device saves 
both labor and material. 

The invention relates to certain at- 
tachments to a machine for producing 
blanks used in the manufacture of the 
veneer trays ro extensively used 
throughout the country, whereby the 
alternate straight and zigzag ecoring 
lines are made on the veneer, whcre 
the same is to be bent, is effected by 
channeling or grooving instead of in: 
denting, and the ssid invention con- 
sists in the combination of channeling 
or grooving knives of means whereby 
the eame are reciprocated laterally of 
the machine and longitudinally of the 
log from which the blanks are cut, 
The device produces, instead of inden- 
tations, channels or grooves in the 
blanke to a depth of, say, about one 
half the thickness of the veneer. 

In the operation of the machine the 
log is rotated, and is firet operated 
upon by the blank cutting roll, the 
kilives of which penetrate to a depth 
corresponding tothe thickness of the 
veneer, then the cut portion is scored 
by the channeling or grooving knives, 
and the blanke are separated, after 
which the blanks are sliced from the 
log and fall from the mach ne. ready to 
b- put together. The log may be used 
five feet long and as much as four feet 
in diameter. 

It is understood that channeled or 
wrooved venerr has many advantages 
over that which is merely scored with 
out removing a part of the sur(xce.

Emperor Instructs Him to Give 
Banquet on Royal Yacht 


WILL CALL ON THE PRESIDENT 


Elaborate Preparations: Being Made 
For Social Entertainmente On the 
Hohenzollern—German Naval. Om. 
cers Eager to Accompany Prince, 
Berlin, Jan. 16.—The latest arrange- 

ments in connection with the visit of 

Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia to 

the United States, incident to the 

launching of Emperor William's 
schooner yacht, is that Prince Henry 
will meet the imperial yacht Hohen- 
sollern at Hampton Roads and sall 
thence to New York. Blaborate prep 
arations are being made for social 
entertainments on board the Hohen- 
sollern. By the emperor's special 
orders a splendid silver service has 
been sent to Kiel from the royal sil- 
ver treasures in the old Schloss. His 
majesty personally inspected the 
treasures and selected the service 
which is to be used on board the 

Hohenzollern on special occasions. 
The government has decided that 

Prince Henry shall sail for the United 

States on the Kron Pring Wilhelm of 

the North German Lloyd line on Feb- 

ruary 15. Cabins have been engaged 
for a suite of 15 persons. The vessel 
will frèt touch at Newport News. 
where Prince Henry and his party 
will be transferred to the Hohenzol- 
lern, which is going there and not to 

Hoboken. 

The movements of the yacht there- 
after have not been absolutely deter- 
mined upon. The present program is 
to ascend the Potomac river to Wash- 
ington, where Prince Henry will ex- 
change calis with President Roose- 
velt. Prince Henry and the pres'dent 
may then go to the launching to- 
gether. The portion of the program 
will depend, of course, on its accept- 
ance at Washington. 

German naval officers are eager for 
assignments to accompany Pringe 
Henry to the United States, and 
many young noblemen are bringing 
influence to bear to obtain appoint- 
ments for this duty. The list of possi- 
ble appointments is already several 
times larger than the suite which can 
be sent with Prince Henry. This 
pressure to secure places may cause 
the prince’s suite to be enlarged. The 
lack of accommodations for a number 
of persons on board the Hohenzol- 
lern is the real reason why Prince 
Henry does not sail cn the imperial 
yacht. 

Emperor William's program i; that 
Prince Henry shall reciprocate the 
New York and Washington festivities 
with a grand banquet on board the 
Hohenzollern, inviting the president, 
the membersof the cabinet and others. 

The Emperor has told Americans 
that he would like to visit the United 
States, and he still desires to do 89. 
But there is not the least probability 
of his gratifying this desire, as rea- 
sons of state imperatively forbil his 
leaving Germany for the period of 
time required to go to the United 
States, just as the duties of President 
Roosevelt would prevent him from vis- 
iting Germany.

In the prov- 
inces of Batangas and Laguna the 
oath of allegiance will be taken at 
once by all municipal officials and 
all municipal police, who have not 
hitherto subscribed to the oath, on 
pain of Instant removal.” 


NEGROES BLOWN TO PIEGES 


They Were Thawing Dynamite at a 
Stove When Explosion Occurred, 
Williamsport, Pa, Jan. 15.—A dis 

patch from Karthaus, Clearfleld coun- 

ty, says: Three negroes were blown 

to pieces and seven others hurt in a 

dynamite explosion yesterday morn- 

ing. The explosion occurred in one 
of the shanties occupled by negro la- 
borers employed on the New West 

Branch railroad. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning several of the negroes, who 
were to work in the new tunnel at 
Karthaus on an early shift, arode and 
began thawing dynamite at a wood 
stove, About a dosen other negroes 
were still asleep in the shanty. Soon 
afterward the dynamite at the stove 
exploded, and three negroes who were 
about the stove were literally blown 
to pieces. The sleeping negroes were 
thrown from their beds, and seven 
of the number are reported to have 
sustained injuries that in several in- 
stances will prove fatal. The shanty 
was blown to pieces, and the tom 
bodies of the men who stood about the 
stove were gathered up a the 
scene of the explosion in a radius of 
0 feet.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


A Week's Dologs at the Capital Briefly 
Told. 


State Senator David J. Lewis will in- 
troduce a measure in the Senate look- 
ing to changing the system of collect- 
ing taxes in Allegany county, Instead 
of having four tax collectors, as now, 
the County Treasurer will collect the 
taxes. By the new system the cost 
would be $2000. The collection of 
taxes at present costs about $6100 a 
year, and 1} per cent of the taxes 
would be saved, Mr. Lewis also wants 
a law whereby a plaintiff can secure a 
judgment in 20 days when the suit is 
not contested. Under the present law, | tens 
before a judgment in default is obtain- 
ed it must lie from one term of court 
to another.

There can be but little doubt that Mr.

It is, of course, to be anticipated that 
the solid Republican vote will be cast 
against it, although it has been stated 
here that the bill was prepared by a 
Republican. 

The reason given for the introduction 
of the Jim Crow bill by a memberfrom 
the lower Eastern Shore is the conduct 
of negroes on the New York. Pennsyl- 
vania and Norfolk road. This road runs 
through the two Eastern Shore counties 
of Virginia, where a Jim Crow law is in 
force. Trains coming from Cape 
Charles have the cars divided into sep- 
arate compartments for whites and 
blacks. As soon asthe Maryland line 
is reached, all the negroes, with one 
accord, leave their own compartments 
and crowd in upon the whites, often in 
a most objectionable and offensive 
manner. One gentleman who lives in 
that part of the country says white 
passengers are frequently put to the 
expense of going in the Pullman cars 
in self protection. 


Senator Bryan had a voting machine 


on exhibition in the library this week, 


and it attracted much attention. It 
was the latest device of the United 
States Voting Machine Company, and 
really is a marvel of ingenuity. The 
machines cost $500 each, and Senator 
Bryan is thinking of introducing a bill 
to adopt them in Baltimore.

Mr. Gordy has uad sev- 
eral years experience in logging and 
operating mills on the Peninsula, 
and Mr. Disbaroon, who is a brother of 
Mayor Charles R. Disharoon, junior 
member of the large lumber manufac- 
turing concern of E. 8. Adkins & Co., 
bas been inthe employ of that firm 
since 1697 Neither Mr. Gordy mor Mr. 
Diaharoon has hai experiences down 
the particular line they have chosen to 
follow in the future, but both possess 
considerable knowledge of the lumber 
business , generally speaking, aud each 
hasa natural bent for the manipula 
tion of machinery. They are straight 
forward and practical and will have 
the benefit of the seasoned experience 
of close business friends. 

There is already a berry and crate 
factory in Salisbury, that ot Mr. John 
H Tomlinson, and numerous others 
on the peninsula, including several in 
this county, all of which seem to be 
prospering.

Maryland farmêrs and Maryland 
packers are in great need of immediate 
aid from the Legislature. The farmers 
need good roade The packers need 
more oysters. I have prepared two 
bills, which, if passed, will add to the 
prosperity of both farmers and packers, 

The first bill provides for the intro 
duction of a general system of oyster 
culture, under which the natural oy 
ter beds which lie beneath the Chess 
peake Bay and dts tributaries will be 
left to the public, asat present, and the 
now barren bottoms of the same waters 
will be leased to individuals in tracts. 
not exceeding three hundred acrem 
Farmers owning land adjacent to wat 
ers fit for oyster culture will be given 
the first right to lease land under such 
waters, Then boatmen, actually èn- 
gaged, when the law is passed, in the 
oyster business, will be given the geo- 
ond choice. After this, the citizens of 
the State generally will be given the 
privilege of eslecting tracts of land for 
oyster culture. Such a law would, ac- 
cording to the most conservative esti- 
mates I have beard, produce to the 
State in cash every year from three 
hundred thousand to five hundred thou · 
sand dollara, It would, at the least. 
according to such prudent estimates, 
treble the present supply of oysters. 

The second bill, which is also pre- 
pared, provides that the revenues aris- 
ing from the general oyster planting 
law shall be applied, under the careful 
supervision of competent persons, to 
the making and fepalring of roads 
throughout the State. 

These two bills, with all their essent 
ial details, will be fully explained here- 
after in the daily press 

The benefits which woul! erise from 
the passage of such legislation are too 
evident to require anything more than a 
clear statement. Certainly, the farm- 
ers would be benefited by such changes 
of our present laws. The prosperity of 
the farmers is essential to the welfare 
of all other classes in the community. 
The farming industry is the corner 
stone of our industrial fabric. What 
is of interest to them Is of inter st to 
all persons in the community. Farm 
ere have, therefore, a right to proper 
facilities for the marketing of the pro 
ducts of their labor. Maryland farm- 
ers must have good roads in order to 
get their crops to market. The trans- 
portation question is the great question 
of the day for all producers, It is of 
vital and estential interest to the farm- 
er. 

The packing trade is the greatest 
commercial In‘erest of our State. Its 
prosperity is, therefore, of prime and 
genera! importance. This trade is about 
to be driven from Maryland. It is in 
imminent danger of destruction. The 
cause of the present peril to the pack 
ing trade is the soarcity of oysters. The 
season for packing oysters is from Octo 
ber to April. Tomatoes go out and 
oysters come in, about the first of Octo 
ber. The packing of vegetables begins 
in the rpring, soon after the 
of the oyster season. It is clear from 
this statement that packing houses 
must got a regular supply of oysters, 
or they must shut down the Ẹreater 
part of the year. They must pack oys- 
tersor nothing from October to April. 
The general pecking business must, 
therefore, follow the oyster business, 
If this goes, the other lines of business 
connected with it, and dependent upon 
it, must also go with it. If our laws 
drive the oyster packers away, the 
packers of peas, beans, peaches, pears 
and tomatoes will also to a great extent 
be forced out. The can makers, | 
makers, box makers, and other allied 
and dependent industries follow the 
lead of the general packing trade. 

Let us glance for a moment at the 
present condition of the packing trade. 
The oyater business hhs two branches, 
the raw“ trade, and the trade in 
toote” oysters, or steamed oyeters.

Mr. Gordy has had sev- 
eral years experience in logging and 
operating mills on the Peninsula, 
and Mr. Disharoon, who is a brother of 
Mayor Charles R. Disharoon, junior 
member of the large lumber manufac- 
turing concern of E. 8. Adkins & Co., 
bas been inthe employ of that firm 
since 1897 Neither Mr. Gordy nor Mr. 
Disharoon has hai experiences down 
the particular line they have chosen to 
follow in the future, but both possess 
considerable knowledge of the lumber 
business , generally speaking, and each 
hasa natural bent for the manipula 
tion of machinery. They are straight 
forward and practical and will have 
the benefit of the seasoned experience 
of close business friends. 

There is already a oe i and crate 
factory in Salisbury, that ot Mr, John 
H Tomlinron, and numerous others 
on the peninsula, including several in 
this éounty, all of which seem to be 
prospering. There is, however, cnly 
one truck barrel factory on the penin- 
sula, and that is located in the potato 
centre of Virginia, with a capacity in- 
alequate to supply the immediate local 
demand It would seem, therefore, 
that a keen market right here at home, 
where the truck industry is ever on the 
increase, awaits the output of this class 
of manufactured product.

imminent danger of destruction. The 
cause of the present peril to the pack 
ing trade is the scarcity of oysters. The 
season for packing oysters is from Ooto 
ber to April. Tomatoes go out and 
oysters come in, about the first of Octo 
ber. The packing of vegetables begins 
in the spring, soon after the close 
of the oyster season. It is clear from 
this statement that packing houses 
must gota regular supply of oysters, 
or they must shut down the }reater 
part of the year. They must pack oys- 
tersor nothing from October to April. | 
The genera! packing business must, | 
therefore, follow the oyster business, 
If this goes, the other lings of business | 
connected with it, and dependent upon 
it, must siso go with it. If our laws 
drive the oyster packers away, the 
packers of peas, beans, peaches, pears 
and tomatoes will also to a great extent 
be forced out.

York, Pa., Jan. 23.—A. B. Farquhar, 
of this city, the head of the Farquhar 
Agricultural Works, and prominent in 
national Democratic affairs, has re- 
ceived the following letter from ex- 
President Cleveland in reply to one 
sent him by Mr. Farquhar relative to 
on relations of the United States with 

ba: 

“Princeton, N. J., Jan. 21, 1902. 

“My Dear Mr. Farquhar—! received 
your letter yesterday, and was much 
impressed by the manner In which 
you discuss our relations and our duty 
to Cuba. 

“The arguments used in oppos tion 
to the tariff concessions she implores, 
based npon our material interests, are 
fallacious, mistaken and misleading, 
while their source and the agencies of 
their propagation and spread, cannot 
fail to be recognized by every honest, 
patrotic citizen, with shame and hu- 
miliation. 

“It seems to me, however, that this 
subject Involves considerations of 
morality and conscience higher ahd 
more commanding than all others. 

“The obligations arising from these 
considerations cannot be better or 
more forcibly defined than was done 
by President Roosevelt in his mes 
gage to congress, nor better empha- 
sized than has been done by Secretary 
Root, and yet congress waits, while 
we occasionally hear of concessions 
which rich sugar interests might ap 
prove in behalf of trembling Cuba. 

“I do not believe that nations, y 
more than individuals, can safely vio 
late the rules of honesty and fair 
dealing, Until there is no escape, 
therefore, I will not believe that, with 
all our fine words and lofty profos: 
sions, our embrace of Cuba means the 
contagion of deadly disease.

Washington, Jan. 23.—Dr. Silva, the 
Colombian minister, had a conference 
yesterday with Rear Admiral Walker, 
president of the isthmian canal com- 
mission, in which he outlined Colom- 
bias attitude toward the Panama 
Canal project. 

Colombia is willing to give the 
United States absolute control of the 
zone through which the canal will 
pass,

GAVE UP THRONE TO WED 


Archduchess Elizabeth, or Austria, 
Married to Poor Prince. 

Vienna, Jan. 23.—The Archduchess 
Elizabeth, in anticipation of her mar- 
riage to Prince Othovon Windisch- 
Graetz, who is not of royal blood, yes- 
terday took the oath renouncing all 
claims for herself and her descendants 
to the Austrian throne. The cere- 
mony occurred at noon, in the privy 
council chamber of the palace, in the 
presence of the emperor, a number of 
statesmen and the foreign diplomats, 
The archduchess took the oath kneel- 
ing before a crucifix. 

The emperor's gifts to the arch- 
duchess Elizabeth include securities 
valued at $1,600,000, a yearly allow- 
ance of $260,000, jewelry valued at $1,- 
000,000, a gold dinner service and 
several residences. 


ice Gorge Formed. 

Lancaster, Pa, Jan. 23.—An_ ice 
gorge has formed in the Susquehanna 
river just below Washington borough. 
Ice has jammed between the shore 
and an island a half mile off shore to 
a height of 50 feet. No serious dam- 
age has yet been done, but danger is 
feared from the ice and flood waters 
now coming down the stream from 
points farther up the river. At Wash- 
ington borough the tracks of the Port 
Deposit and Columbia railroad are 
covered by water to a depth of three 
feet, and traffic has been stopped.

MURDERER COLLAPSED 


Execution of John Lutz at Wilkesbarre 
Was Sensational. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa, Jan. 22.—John 
Lutz was hanged here yesterday 
morning for the murder of his wife 26 
months ago. The drop fell at 10.17 
o'clock, and hia neck was broken. He 
collapsed on the scaffold during the 
last minute, and would have fallen 
had not the sheriff seized his arm and 
steadied him until the drop fell. When 
the rope was being adjusted he cried 
out in agony: “Oh, don’t!” Then he 
utterly collapsed and the execution 
had to be hurried. It was the most 
sensational hanging that Luzerne 
county has yet had. 


Prison Breakers In Dungeons. 

Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 23.—Ten of 
the 11 convicts who escaped from 
the McNeil penitentiary Sunday, and 
who were recaptured without blood- 
shed, are now confined in two small 
dungeons, six by eight feet, five men 
in each. One man, Carroll, is too 
sick to be placed in a dungeon. The 
convicts, who were captured Tuesday 
morning and who were then almost 
famished, were not fed until night, 
when each one received one alice of 
bread and a cup of water. They will 
be kept in the dungeons for at least 
15 days. These black holes contain 
no bedding and are but six feet hich.

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Wasurraton, Jan. 19,—In this dis- 
ourse Dr. Talmage makes practical 
tse of an occurrence in the orient 
which bas seldom attracted particular 
attention; text, II Kings vi, 6 “The 
iron did swim.” 

A theological veminary in the valley 
of palms, near the river Jordan, had 
become 30 popular in the time of 
Elisha, the prophet, that more accom- 
modations were needed for the stu- 
dents, The classrooms and the dor- 
mi‘ories must be enlarged or an en- 
tircly new bulldlug constracted. . What 
will they do? Will they send up to 
Jerusalem aud solicit contributions for 
this undertnking? Will they send out 
agents to ruise the money for a new 
theological seminary? Having ralsed 
the money, will they send for cedars 
of Lebanon and marble from the quar- 
ries where Ahab got the stone for the 
pillars and walls of his palace? No; 
the students propose to build it them- 
selves. They were rugged boys, who 
bad been brought up in the country 
and who bnd never been weakened by 
the luxuries of city life. All they ask 
is that Elisba, their professor and 
prophet, go along with them te the 
woods and boss the job. They start 
for the work, Elisha and his students. 
Plenty of lumber in those regions 
along the Jordan. The sycamofe is a 
stout, strong tree and good for timber. 
Mr. Gladstone asked me if I had seen 
in Palestine any sycamore tree niore 
beautiful than the one we stood under 
at Hawarden. I told him I bad not. 

The sycnnmiores near the Jordan are 
bow attacked by Blisha’s students, for 
they must have lumber for the new 
theological seminary. 1 suppose some 
of the students made an awkward 
stroke, and they were extemporized 
axmen. Stand from under! Crash 
goes one of the trees and auotber and 
Another.
